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On 16 April 1951, between 1 and 7 p. moy & twin-engine transport tock off 
from the Stagken airfield at 4:40 p. me and headed west. A single-engine 
high=wing monoplane with a rigid landing gear took off at 6 p.m. for a 

lecal flight. There was no flying at the field between 9 p. me and midnight. 
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On 17 April, two single-engine high-wing monoplanes made local flights 
between 7 and 8 a. mo No flighta were made between $ and 5 p. m. although 
the weather was favorable.
